the street as he had.”’ 

Great Magazine 

Johann was troubled 
and was an inerdinate reader. In his 
room were found nearly 500 magazines. 
He read all of the popular magazines 
each month. His tastes did not run to 
any particular, line of magazine liter- 
ature, such as the exposes. He usual- 
ly began at the beginning and read each 
article. Fach day ahe read the daily pa- 
pers from first to last page and 
always knew about everything that 
had been printed. 

Johann seldom sought or 
company of anyone except members of 
his family. Two years ago he ceased 
work and asked that he might stay at 
home with his motner, who was alone 


most of the time. When friends would 
call for him in the evening he would tell 
them he was not going out. Then, per- 
haps, later tte would take a walk alone. 
As he sat on the porch before dusk in 
the evening he read without speaking to 
the neighbors, His brother-in-law says 
his mind was good and his memory re- 
tentive, so far as his reading was con- 
cerned, but his idiosyncracies almost 
took the form of mild insanity. 

Johann had very little exercise, hence 
he had little appetite and great trouble 
in sleeping. He slept whenever he could, 
sometimes remaining awake all night 
and sleeping during the day. 

Friday. evening he remained up with 
the family and was in good spirits un- 
til midnight: That was the last seen of 
him. He was not bothered all day Sat- 
urday because it was believed he might 
be sleeping. At 8:30 p. m., he was found 
in his room, with a bullet wound in the

BEST FOR PENNANT 
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ie Defeats in Chicago Give Griffith’s Men a Great Opportunity to 
Take Premier Honors in the American League Race— 
_Cleveland’s Hopes Likely to Be Disappointed. 


3 The result of Sufiday’s game between 
(the Sox and Highlandets puts a new 
-face on American League affairs. Had 
“the Sox won, they would have had a 
fair working lead on New York, and 
might have reasonably expected to get 
enough games from Washington and 
Boston to certify the possession of the 
flag, as New York would be fighting 
uphill battles with Cleveland and De- 
-troit. New York's victory reverses 
these conditions and gives the Highland- 
ers at least an even break from now 
on. ; 
The situation, viewed with an unpre- 
judiced eye, is most fascinating, and 
the pennant race, as it now stands, 
one of the most exciting and deeply 
interesting in several years. All the 
- American pennant races for several sea- 
sons have been corkers, but this prom- 
ises to be best of them all. Be; 
Chicago’s chances, despite the beat- 
ing of today, and the wholesale scalp- 
ing administered in the series by Griff's 
men, look extremely good. The Sox ought 
to slaughter Boston and Washington.

In 1902 Irwin Wilhelm, of the Birming- 
ham club of the uthern league, 
pitched both games of a double-header 
against Nashville. He gave Nashville 
but one hit in each game. 


Tn 1904 Pitcher Baxter Sparks, of the 
Yazoo City team, of the Delta league, 
itched 21 straight victories. He pitched 
n three double-headers in which three 
of the games were shut-outs. He 
pitched a no-run, no-hit game and had 
Seven shut-outs, 


On Sept. M4, 19044, at Atlanta Ga,, the 
Shreveport and Atlanta teams, of 
the Southern league played a full nine 
inning championship game in forty-four 
minutes. The next best record was made 
by the Dayton and Ironton teams Sept. 
19, 1884, the time being 47 minutes. 


In 199 Oliver Faulker, of the Wil- 
mington Athletic Club team, pitched 
7 «consecutive innings without ai run 
being scored against him. This is al- 
most uivalent to pitching nine 
straight shut-out games. The best pre 
vious record was made by Wiggs, who 
pitched forty-four innings without being!
